Li nda, 

I'm sure you know this already, but it's very difficult to quash a subpoena to testify at a criminal 
trial. Instead, it's usually up to the ADA to oppose the testimony -- either in part or in total -- on 
the grounds of relevancy, prejudice, etc. So, I hate to say it, but it's likely that you will at least 
have to show up. 

I'd start with talking to the ADA to get a sense of (a) why the defense has called you (the ADA might not 
know); and (b) how the ADA intends to respond to having you testify (e.g., will he object to having you 
testify at all). Then I'd talk to the defense attorney to see if you really have to show up on June 6th. 
As you know, they often notice the subpoena for the first day of the trial, rather than the actual day 
they need you there. 

I can call the ADA if you want; or you, Steve or Donna can. 

I hope this is helpful.
